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DETAILED ACTION 

1. The rejection of claims 2, 3, 5, 6, 28, 29, 31, 32, 36, 37, 
50 and 51 under 35 USC § 103(a) set forth in the previous Office 
Action (mailed on 05 July 2005) is withdrawn in favor of the 
following new grounds of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs 
of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under 
this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or 
a foreign country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one 
year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 2 8", 29, 5, 6, 24, 36, 37, 31 and 32 are rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Bourrieres (U.S. 
Patent 4, 878, 984 A) . 

Bourrieres (see the entire document, in particular, col. 3, 
line 33 to col. 6, line 30; col. 6, lines 52-53) teaches a 
filament -winding process including the steps of winding a group 
of filaments simultaneously onto a substrate, reversing 
direction and providing a guide assembly (e.g., forks 21a, 21b) 
as set forth in the instant claims. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which 
forms the basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in this 
Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically 
disclosed or described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the 
differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior 
art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at 
the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the 
art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 2, 3, 50 and 51 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) 
as being unpatentable over Bourrieres (U.S. Patent 4,878,984 A) 
as applied to claims 28, 29, 5, 6, 24, 36, 37, 31 and 32 above, 
and further in view of Goldsworthy et al (U.S. Patent 3,701,48 9 
A) . 

Goldsworthy et al (see the entire document, in particular, 
col. 10, lines 31-45; col. 16, lines 25-30) teach a filament- 
winding process including the step of anchoring filaments at a 
desired location, and such would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made in 
the process of Bourrieres in view of Goldsworthy et al 
principally in order to maintain the filaments in a stationary 
position in order to commence the winding process. 
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.Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 2, 3, 5, 6, 
24, 28, 29, 31, 32, 36, 37, 50 and 51 have been considered but 
are moot in view of the new ground (s) of rejection.
